Whenever the earrency shall
prove redundant, the greenbacks will be con-
vertad into Five-twenties, and the national
banks thus foreed to contract until an eqaili-
brivm i5 established,

We are still nuable to assent to our gorres-
pondent’s assumption that, upon resuming,
we should need a credit of 200,000,000 in
]-;ur.‘l.p‘ or its wuivalent in coin, “*mergly to
ease the demand for specle here.”” W insist
that our ereditors in Europe wonld be more
dikaly to incrense than redpee their invest-
aents in owy upon the strength ol
tidings that our Government had resnmed
Bpi i payments; and we hold that our ll:l[w!’!- |
would be diminished and our t'.‘\'.{lnl"'.

whizked into the gulf of general bankruptoy.
